Provided that the scales of pay and dearness and other allowances granted to 
such employees shall, until any other provision is made in this behalf, continue to 
be governed by the orders in force immediately before the commencement of these 
rules. 

3. Repeal and Savings. — All rules and orders relating to matters for which pro- 
vision Is made in rule 2 in so far as they are applicable to persons referred to there- 
in and are inconsistent with the provisions of these rules are hereby repealed: 


Provided that; — 


(a) such repeal shall not affect the previous operation of the said rules or 

orders or anything done or any action taken thereunder; 

(b) any proceeding under the said rules or orders pending at the commen- 

cement of these rules shall be continued and disposed of as far as 
may be In accordance with the provisions of the rules and orders 
made applicable under rule 2.

COST ACCOUNTS RECORDS (TRACTORS) RULES, 1971 
New Delhi, the 28th June 1971 

G.S.R. 1700 . — In exercise of the powers conferred by sub-section (1) of section 
642, read with clause (d) of aub-sectlon (1) of section 209 of the Companies Act, 
1938 (1 of 1956), the Central Government hereby makes the following rules, 
namely: — 

1. Short title and commencement— (1) These rules may be called the Cost 
Accounting Records (Tractors) Rules, 197.1. 

(2) They shall come into force on the 1st day of July 1971. 

2. Application. — They shall apply to every company engaged In the manufac- 
ture of any type of tractor. 

3. Maintenance of records. — (l) Every company to which these rules apply shall 
in respect of each of its financial years commencing on or after the commencement 
of these rules, keep proper books of account containing inter alia the particulars 
specified in Schedule I, and the cost statements specified in Schedule II, annexed 
to these rules relating to the utilisation of materials, labour and other items of 
cost so far as they are applicable to the tractors manufactured by it. 

Provided that if the said company is manufacturing any other products In 
addition to tractors, the particulars relating to the utilization of materials, labour 
and other Items of cost In so far as they are applicable to such other products 
shall not be Included In the cost of production of tractors. 


(2) The books of account referred to in sub-rule (i) shall be kept in such a 
way as to make It possible to calculate the cost of production and cost of sale 
of each type of tractor manufactured by the company during a financial year 
(hereinafter referred to as the relevant period) from the particulars entered 

therein. 


(3) It shall be the duty of every person referred to in sub-section (6) of sub- 
aection(7) of section 209 of the Companies Act, 1956 (1 of 1956), to take all reason- 
able steps secure compliance by the company with the provisions of sub-rules 
(1) and (2) in the same manner as they see liable to maintain financial accounts 
required under section 209(1) of the Companies Act, 1958. 

4. Penalty. — If a company contravenes the provisions of rule 3, the company 
and every officer thereof who is in default, including the person referred to in sub- 
rule (3) of rule 3, shall be punishable with fine which may extend tp five hundred 
rupees and where the contravention is a continuing one with a further fine which 
may extend to fifty rupees for every day after the first during which such contra- 
vention continues. 
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Schedule I 
(See rule 3) 

I, (a) Bought out materials. — (i) Adequate records shall be maintained showing 
the quantities of all receipts, issues and balances of each item of raw material and 
component required for the manufacture of tractors. In respect of raw materials 
and components, If the values of receipts, Issues and balances of each item are not 
maintained in the relevant records, “rate cards” showing the rate of individual 
purchases of such item shall be maintained. 

(ii) The basis of valuation of raw materials and components shall be clearly 
Indicated in the Cost records, or if so desired by the company, in a separate manual 
of procedure, if any, maintained by the company or by way of foot notes or expla- 
natory notes to the cost statements for the relevant period, and shall be applied 
consistently. The values shall include all direct charges upto works, wherever 
specifically incurred, and also sales tax as applicable. 

(iii) Adequate records showing the consumption of materials including compo- 
nents for production shall be maintained. If the quantity and value of materials 
consumed are determined on any basis other than actuals, the method adopted 
shall be maintained in the cost records. The overall reconciliation of such values of 
materials with the actuals shall be mad£, at least pnce during the relevant period, 
explaining the reasons for variations. The treatment of such Variations in deter- 
mining the cost of tractors manufactured shall be indicated in the cost records. 

(b) Manufactured components . — (i) In the case of components manufactured 
by the company, adequate records shall be maintained showing either the actual or 
standard cost of material, labour and overhead expenses in such details as may 
enable the company to fill up the necessary particulars in proforma ‘A’ of Schedule 
11 or In any form as near thereto as practicable. 

(il) Adequate physical control shall be ensured of shop manufactured compo- 
nents and records showing the number of components manufactured shall be main- 
tained. A reconciliation of the quantity manufactured, including adjustment for 
opening and closin. tock, with the quantity utilised in the assembly of tractors and 
transfer to spare parts stores shall also be maintained. 

(c) Consumable stores, small tools, machinery spares . — Adequate quantitative 
records shall be maintained showing all receipts, issues and balances of various 
consumable stores, small tools and machinery spares required for the manufacture 
of tractors. The values of the above items shall be kept Individually or in control 
accounts as the company decides. The consumption of consumable stores, small 
tools and machinery spares shall be charged directly to the different production and 
service departments or apportioned on an equitable basis. The basis for appor- 
tionment shall be indicated in the cost records and applied consistenily. 

(d) Jigs and dies.— In respect of jigs and dies, adequate records shall be main- 
tained in order to determine the value chargeable to the cost of production during 
the relevant period. The method of charging the appropriate value of jigs and 
dies to the cost of products shall be indicated in the cost records and shall be applied 
consistently. 

(e) Wa stages,, spoilages, rejections, losses, etc. of materials . — Adequate records 
Shall be maintained to indicate the loss of materials including consumable stores 
whether in storage, transit or for other reasons. The method of dealing with such 
losses in the calculation of costs shall be indicated in the cost records by way of 
foot-notes, explanatory notes or In any other suitable manner. Adequate records 
shall also be maintained to assess wastages, spoilages, rejections and losses of 
materials, including line spoilages, in the manufacture of tractors in order to enable 
the company to exercise effective control on the consumption of materials. The 
method of dealing with such wastages, spoilages, rejections and losses in the 
calculation of costs shall be indicated In the cost records. The method of account- 
ing of the realised value of such spoilages, rejections and scraps shall also be in- 
dicated in the cost records. 

II. Wages and salaries . — (a) Proper and systematic records shall be maintained 
to show the attendance of workers and other operational staff indicating the depart- 
ments in which they are employed. Where payments to workers are made on 
piece-rate basis, the records relating thereto shall be maintained so as to enable 
the assessment of wages payable to such workers. Proper records shall also be 
maintained in respect of all payments made for over time work. Where any 
incentive payments are made, whether in the shape of production bonus or other 
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lorrns of incentive based on oulput ; cbieved by the workers mdivi dually of eolJc- 
tively, proper records shall also be maintained for the assessment of such pay- 
ments. 

'b) The records shall further the,. .,ep aj-ua-ly the wages and alariss relating 
to various manufacturing departments or units or cost centres being the amounts 
payable and allocated to the different departments or units or cost esntres. Any 
wages salaries being cxpend'turo on additions to plant, machinery or other 
nved assets shall be allocated to the relevant capital heads in the aecou its. Idle 
time significantly affecting production shall be record 2 d separately, indicating the 
reasons therefor. The method of its treatment in calculating the cost of tractors 
manufacturer! shall also be i ." heated in the cost records by way of footnotes, 
explanatory notes or in any other suitable manner. 

(c> Tf the wages and salan n ate allocated to the departments or units or cost 
centres on mv basis other than c'tunls, the reconciliation of such wages with 
actuals and the treatment of variations, if any, in determining the cost of tractors 
manufaemied ; 'nil bo Jr closed in the c 0lJ i records or indicated by way of loot- 
notes, explanatory notes or in any other suitable manner. 

III. Service department expenses . — Direct expenses of the service departments 
shall be apj an oned to the pro faction departments on suitable basis. If the 
company so desi -eg, the cost of service departments applicable to products may 
be shown separately ip the relevant proforma In Schedule II or may be included 
in tiv works overheads. 

IV. Depreciation . — (a) Adequate records shall be maintained showing the 
values and other particulars of fixed assets In respect of which depreciation has 
to bo provided for. These records shall inter alia indicate the cost of each item 
of asset, the date of its aequtsllion noT i i ! e of depreciation. In respect of old 
assets whose original cost of acquisition cannot be ascertained without an un- 
reasonable expense or delay, the valuation shown by tV book 1 on tic first day of 
the financial year of the company beginning on or after the commencement of 
the i Lll-s shall be taken as the opening balance. 

(b) Depreciation chargeable to the different departments or units or cost 
centres shall not be less than the amount of depreciation which may ba worked out 
in accordance with the provisions of sut-fection ( 2 ) of '"ection 203 of Pm Com- 
panies Act, 10,36 (1 of 1956), and shall relate to the plant and machinery and 
other assets utilised in such depaAments or unus or cost centres The method once 
adopted shall be applied consistently. 


(c) Depreciation relating to fixed assets in the works applicable to completed 
tractors shall be shown separately in the relevant proforma in Schedule II. 


V. Royalty . — Adequate records shall be maintained showing the royalty paid 
or other payments made to foreign collaborators In terms of agreements entered 
into v ith them. The basis of calculating the amount of -oyalty for the olevant 
period shall be indicated In the cost records. The amount of roynlty chargeable 
to completed tractors shall be shown separately in the relevant proforma in 
Scehdule II 

VI. Overhead expenses.— (a) Adequate records showing the amounts compris- 
ing the overhead exepensea and the details of apportionment of overhead expenses 
to the various departments or manufacturing units or cost centres shall be main- 
tained after collecting the details of all such expenses from the financial accounts 
Overheads relating to works, administration, selling and distribution shall be 
shown separtely. In respect of capital jobs, appropriate share of ovarhead expen- 
ses shall be allocated to the capital head. The basis of allocating such expenses 
shall be Indicated in the relevant records. Works overheads shall Include among 
other items, indirect wages and salaries relating to works, indirect materials con- 
sumed, staff and labour welfare expenses, and repairs and maintenance expenses 
The method of apportioning such overheads to the vailous departments of manu- 
facturing units or cost centres shall be early indicated In the cost records and 
shall Ee applied on a consistent basis. Where the overhead expenses are recover- 
ed through the output from the various departments or manufacturing units or 
cost centres otherwise than at actuals, the method of reconciling ■ -ich expenses 
with the actuals for the relevant period, the variations, if anv, and its treatment 
in determining the cost of tractors manufactured shall be disclosed in the cost 
records. 
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Share of selling and r1 ist ibutlun expenses, if any, applicable to tractors and 
spare part sold shall be shown separately in the cost records stating cleanly the 
basis of apportionment. Selling and distiibu ion expenses applicable to tractors 
sold shall bo shjwn in the relevant proforma in Scehdule II. 

VII. Resc trch and development. — The incurred to connect on with 

research and development relating to tractors shall he shown separately in the 
cost records. The method of charging such expenses to the cost of tractors manu- 
factured shall be reasonable and applied consistently. 

VIII. Cost of tractors manufactured. — In the case of each type of tractor manu- 
factured by the company, adequate records shall be maintained either at atcuals 
or standards to snow the co r t of mnterml'i, labour, overheads and other expenses 
in such details as may enable the company ;o ill] up the necessary particulars 
in the proforma given in Schedule II or In any form as nea, thereto a. practic- 
able. 

IX. Cctst statements. —In companies manufacturing any other products in 
addition to tractors, the total expanses incurred during the relevant period shall 
be apportioned to activities relating to the manufacture of tractors and other 
products and shall be compiled in proforma IEI of Schedule II. The basis of 
apportionment of common expenses to the different activities shall be reasonable 
and applied consistently. Statements showing the cost of tracto”,, manufactured 
and sold shall be compiled separately in respect of each type of tractor produced 
in Proforma ‘B 1 and ‘C’ respectively of Schedule II or in any form as near thereto 
as partlcalle. Proforma ‘B’ and ‘C’ of Schedule ll shall be compiled separately 
for each stage of maior deletion of imported items till such time deletion of BO per 
cent is reached. Tf Proforma ‘B’ and ‘C’ of Schedule II are compiled on any basis 
Other than actuals, the method of reconciling the figures given in the proformae 
with the fictuals shall be Indicated in the cost records. 

X. Work-in-progress and completed tractors — The value of work-in-progress 
and completed tractors at the end of the relevant period shall be calculated to 
represent the cost of materials and appropriate labour and overhead expenses 
Statement showing the value of work in progress and quantities and values of 
completed tractors in stock at the end of the relevant period shall be complied in 
Proforma ‘D’ of Schedule II. 

XI. Reconciliation of cost and financial accounts. — The cost records shall be 
periodically reconciled with the financial books of account so as to ensure accu- 
racy. In respect of companies manufacturing any oter products in addition to 
tractors, such reconciliation shall be effected on the basis of the lotal expenses 
applicable to tractors as shown in Proforma ‘E’ of Schedule II. Variations, if any, 
shall be clearly indicated and explained The p;ri id for which such reconcilia- 
tions are effecte" 1 s', aff no, exceed the period of the financial year oi the company 

XII. Stock verification reccJrds. — Records of stock verification shall be main- 
tained in respect of all raw materials, manufactured components in stock, bought 
out components and stores. The method of dealing with discrepanies arising out 
of such verifications shall also be indicated in the relevant records. 

XIII. — Statistical statements and other records.— Statistical statements and 
other records shall be maintained in such a manner as to enable the company to 
comply with the requirements of this Schedule and Schedule II and to enable the 
cost Auditor to report to the Company Law Board on all the points referred to in 
the Cost Audit (Report) Rules, 1968.

4. Method of Recruitment, age limit and other qualifications. — The method of 
recruitment, age limit, qualifications and other matters relating to the said post 
shall be as specified in columns 5 to 13 of the Schedule aforesaid, 

5. Disqualification. — No person,— 

(a) who has entered into or contracted a marriage with a person having a 

spouse living, or 

(b) who, having a spouse living, has entered into or contracted a marriage- 

with any person, 

■hall be eligible for appointment to the said post. 


Provided that the Central Government may, if satisfied that such marriage ia 
permissible under the personal law applicable to such person and the other party 
to the marriage and that there are other grounds for so doing, exempt any person, 
from the operation of this rule. 
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€. Power to relax. — Where the Central Government is of opinion that It la 
necessary or expedient so to do, it may, by order, for reasons to be recorded in 
writing and In consultation with the Union Public Service Commission, relax any 
of the provisions of these rules with respect to any class or category of persons.

Explanatory Memorandum 

Subject: — Enforcement of the Railway Board Secretariat Clerical Service (Second 

Amendment) Rules 1971, with retrospective effect from 25 th day of 

April, 1970. 

The Railway Board Secretariat Clerical Service was constituted with eilect from 
the First Day of December, 1954 to man posit of Lower Division Clerks and Upper 
Division Clerks in the Ministry of Railways (Railway Board). This service was 
constituted on the lines of the Central Secretariat Clerical Service. Subsequently the 
Railway Board Secretariat Clerical Service Rules, 1970, were framed on the lines 
of the Central Secretariat Clerical Service Rules, 1962, as amended from time to 
time and published in the Gazette of India dated 25th April, 1970 under the Ministry 
of Railways (Railway Board) Notification No. E67 OG1/9/RB2 dated 13th March, 
1970. 

2 The authorised permanent strength' of Upper Division Grade and Lower Divi- 
sion Grade of the Railway Board Secretariat Clerical Service was fixed as 95 and 
334 respectively as indicated in Rule 4 of the Railway Board Secretariat Clerical 
Service Rules, 1970. The 334 permanent posts of Lower Division Grade included 
74 permanent posts of Clerks get apart for rendering stenographic assistance and 
for which a special pay of Rs. 30/- per month was sanctioned to them. 

3 The Railway Board Secretariat Stenographers Service was also constituted 

with effect from 1-12-1954 on the pattern of the Central Secretarlnt Stenographers 
Service, to man posts of Stenographers, in the Ministry of (Railways (Railway 
Board) The Central Government in the Department of Personnel reorganised the 
Central Secretariat Stenographers Service with effect from 1-8-1969 and also notified 
the Central Secretariat Stenographers Service Rules, 1969. With the reorganisation 
of the Central Secretariat Stenographers Service, It was decided to reorganise the 
Railway Board Secretariat Stenographers Service on the same lines w.e.f. 1-8-1969. 
The Rules for the new Railway Board Secretariat Stenographers Service were 
finalised and notified in the Gazette on G-2-1971, to come into force with effect from 
1-8-1969. M 

4 Under the reorganised service, the posts of Steno-typists (Lower Division 
Clerks with Special Pay of Rs. 30/- p.m.) which were previously included in the 
Railway Board Secretariat Clerical Service had been converted Into the posts of 
Stenographers Grade III and included in the new Railway Board Secretariat 
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Stenographers Service w.e.f. 1-8-1969. With this change, 74 permanent posts referred 
to in para 2 above deemed to have come under the purview of the (Railway Board 
Secretariat Stenographers Service, retrenching an equal number of posts from the 
authorised permanent strength of 334 of Lower Division Grade indicated in Rule 
4 of the Railway Board Secretariat Clerical Service Rules, 1970; leaving authorised 
permanent strength of Lower Division Grade Anally as 280 on 25th day of April 
1970, the date on which these rules have come into force. The Railway Board 
Secretariat Clerical Service (Second Amendment) Rules, 1971 are being issued to 
indicate the revised strength of Lower Division Grade. 

5. It is further stated that the Interests of no one would be prejudicially affected 
by reason of the decision to give retrospective effect from 25th April 1970 to the 
Railway Board Secretariat Clerical Service (Second Amendment) Rule?, 1971.
